President  s  Address 

The  President  of  the  Alumnae  Association  gave  the 
following  inspiring  address  at  the  banquet  held  for  the 
seniors  at  the  Boxwood  Inn  on  Monday  night,  June  6th. 

I  AM  NOT  really  going  to  make  a  speech,  in  spite  of  what  the  program 
says.  I  talked  to  you  all  afternoon,  and  I  think  you  have  heard  quite 
enough  from  me.  As  president  of  the  Alumnae  Association,  however, 
there  are  a  few  things  I  should  like  to  say  to  the  class  of  1927- 

In  the  first  place,  of  course  you  know  that  we  are  awfully  glad  to 
welcome  you  into  the  Alumnae  Association.  You  are  the  largest  class 
that  has  ever  graduated  from  Sweet  Briar,  and  for  that  reason  alone  you 
would  constitute  a  very  important  event  in  our  lives.  But  because  we 
believe  that  there  is  splendid  material  in  your  class  and  we  think  you  are 
going  to  be  the  kind  of  alumnae  we  want,  we  are  particularly  glad  to  have 
you  join  us.  We  ask  you  to  remember  that  we  have  been  waiting  for  you 
a  long  time,  and  that  we  need  you.  We  need  the  loyalty  and  support 
of  every  Sweet  Briar  girl  and  if  we  don't  find  them  among  our  graduates 
there  is  nowhere  else  to  look. 

The  thing  I  chiefly  want  to  say  to  you  as  you  graduate  from  Sweet  Briar  is 
that  in  my  opinion  you  are  very  fortunate  that  it  is  Sweet  Briar  from  which 
you  are  graduating.  I  am  not  a  very  impartial  judge  in  the  matter,  but 
I  am  firmly  convinced  that  you  are  taking  away  with  you  something  that 
not  all  colleges  can  give.  Loyalty  and  affection  for  one's  Alma  Mater 
are  almost  universal  sentiments  among  college  graduates.  Pleasant  mem' 
ories  are  the  common  heritage  of  college  life,  and  Sweet  Briar  is  in  no  sense 
unique  in  this  respect.  As  you  grow  older,  however,  you  will  find  that 
your  college  experience  will  gradually  take  a  certain  place  in  your  lives, 
and  it  is  a  place  as  definitely  behind  you  as  your  childhood.  It  becomes 
a  memory  and  not  a  reality,  a  thing  that  is  past  and  cannot  be  regained. 
It  is  inevitable  that  it  should  be  so.  That  is  why  commencements  are 
melancholy  occasions.  Gradually  through  the  years  in  the  lives  of  many 
men  and  women  college  becomes  merely  a  more  or  less  entimental  attach' 
ment  to  the  idea  of  Alma  Mater,  and  a  group  of  satisfactory  and  for  the 
most  part  amusing  memories.     In  my  opinion  and  in  my  experience,  the 
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particular  gift  which  Sweet  Briar  gives  her  daughters  is  that  something 
more  substantial  and  something  more  satisfying  than  these  things  remains. 
That  thing  is  Sweet  Briar  itself.  Some  places,  like  some  people,  have 
personalities  that  impress  themselves  upon  everyone  who  comes  in  contact 
with  them,  and  Sweet  Briar  is  such  a  place.  To  me  it  has  without  excep- 
tion the  most  ingratiating,  the  most  endearing  personality  I  have  ever  met. 
I  don't  think  it  is  possible  to  stay  at  Sweet  Briar  for  four  years  without 
loving  it  with  the  most  personal  kind  of  affection.  There  are  literally  hun- 
dreds of  things  about  the  place  which  attach  themselves  to  your  affections 
and  hold  on  there.  It  may  be  the  dell,  or  the  lake,  or  the  boxwood  circle, 
or  Daisy's  garden,  or  the  fringe  tree  by  the  bookshop,  or  the  lilacs,  or  the 
roses,  or  the  sunset  behind  the  windbreak,  or  the  deep  green  twilight,  or 
any  one  of  dozens  of  things,  which  you  remember  most  vividly,  but  they 
all  have  a  way  of  sinking  into  your  consciousness  and  remaining  there, 
a  kind  of  background  against  which  you  adjust  the  rest  of  your  lives. 

Several  years  ago  I  was  at  Columbia  University,  and  at  that  time  they 
were  preparing  to  cut  down  the  last  tree  on  the  University  campus,  in 
order  to  make  way  for  a  new  building  that  was  needed.  It  was  recognized 
as  a  necessity,  but  everyone  was  awfully  sorry  about  it,  because  it  took 
away  the  last  little  appealing  spot  about  which  the  memories  and  affections 
of  the  students  could  gather.  As  I  was  completely  surrounded  by  Colum- 
bia  people,  I  tried  not  to  show  the  immense  superiority  I  felt,  but  when  I 
thought  of  the  wealth  that  was  Sweet  Briar's  I  was  filled  with  a  melancholy 
pity  for  those  Columbia  and  Barnard  undergraduates. 

It  is  Sweet  Briar  itself  which  lives  on  with  you,  and  the  longer  you 
stay  away  the  more  you  will  realize  what  a  priceless  possession  that  is. 
It  gives  you  something  precious  and  enduring  to  show  for  the  four  years 
you  have  spent  here.  There  are  not  many  things  that  will  live  without 
being  fed,  and  if  a  college  gives  its  graduates  a  love  for  a  beautiful  reality 
it  has  done  a  great  deal  for  them. 

That  is  what  I  should  like  to  ask  of  you  as  Alumnae.  My  idea  of  the 
functions  of  graduates  is  very  simple.  I  don't  think  we  need  concern 
ourselves  greatly  with  the  affairs  of  the  college  or  the  activities  of  the 
students.  Those  things  may  safely  be  left  to  the  college  authorities  and 
the  girls  themselves.  Our  business  is  just  to  keep  on  loving  Sweet  Briar. 
It  is  very  easy  to  do.  It  is  the  business  of  the  Alumnae  Association  to 
keep  you  in  touch  with  the  college  and  with  each  other,  and  as  we  get  more 
prosperous  we  will  do  it.     We  must  have  your  co-operation,  however. 
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If  you  will  read  the  things  we  send  you,  and  pay  your  dues,  and  join  your 
local  chapters  and  every  now  and  then  give  a  rummage  sale  or  a  card  party 
or  something  remunerative,  Sweet  Briar  and  the  alumnae  organization  will 
do  the  rest.  And  if  you  will  stop  long  enough  in  the  midst  of  anything 
you  are  doing  to  remember  what  Sweet  Briar  has  been  to  you  and  to  let 
it  sink  back  into  your  consciousness,  I  am  sure  it  will  be  very  easy  to  do 
those  things.

Annual  June  Alumnae  Meeting 

Monday,  June  6th,  1927 

THE  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Sweet  Briar  Alumnae  Association  was 
held  in  Fletcher  Hall  at  3:00  P.  M.  on  June  6,  1927.  The  meeting 
was  called  to  order  by  the  President.  The  reports  of  the  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  were  read  and  accepted.  The  roll  was  called  of  Alumnae  and 
Seniors  present,  each  girl  answering  to  her  name  by  way  of  informal  in' 
traduction. 

The  following  chapter  reports  were  made: 
Baltimore.     No  representative  was  present  but  a  letter  was  read  from  the 
president  of  the  chapter.     This  is  a  new  and  active  chapter  con' 
sisting  of  twelve  members.     A  card  party  of  forty  tables  was  their 
first  attempt,  and  it  netted  them  $172.00. 

Cincinnati.  Report  given  by  Susan  Simrall  "24.  This  chapter  has  given 
several  small  card  parties,  and  a  rummage  sale.  Their  dues  have  been 
raised  from  $1  to  $2.  (Since  the  report,  this  city  has  re-elected  officers 
for  1927-28  which  consist  of  Susan  Simrall  '24,  president,  Wiletta 
Dolle  Murrin  '24,  1st  vice-president,  Lucille  Smith  Bauer  ex  '25,  2nd 
vice-president,   Hannah   Workam  Schwab,   corresponding  secretary, 
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Shelley  Rouse  '21,  recording  secretary,  Caroline  Frieburg  Fecheimer, 
treasurer,  and  Martha  Cooper  Judy  ex  '24,  chairman  program  com' 
mittee.     This  city  has  monthly  meetings  at  a  convenient  center.) 

Cleveland.  Report  given  by  Kathryn  Klumph  '24.  This  year  they  have 
succeeded  in  bringing  back  many  of  the  old  members.  They  have 
given  a  card  party  and  sent  out  calls  for  a  rummage  sale.  They  held  a 
song  contest  for  the  Alumnae  with  a  Life  Membership  to  the  associa- 
tion as  the  reward.     This  was  won  by  Susan  McAllister  '28. 

Chicago.  No  representative  present.  Re-organized  this  year  with 
Elizabeth  Pape  '24  as  the  president.  They  gave  a  successful  card 
party  and  have  kept  up  their  tax  to  the  association. 

Indianapolis.  No  representative  present.  This  chapter  was  organized 
late  this  spring  with  ten  to  fifteen  members. 

Lynchburg.  Report  given  by  Miss  Eleanor  Miller  '25.  They  have 
held  five  meetings  this  year  with  the  Christmas  luncheon.  They 
sponsored  a  Sweet  Briar  Alumnse  Concert  and  cleared  $85.  Mrs. 
Carter  Glass,  Jr.  is  the  president  for  1927-28. 

J^ew  Tor\.     Mrs.  Florence  Freeman  Fowler  sent  in  the  following  report: 
A  theatre  party  for  "Trelawny  of  the  Wells"  was  given  at  which 
$400  was  cleared.      Meetings  have  been  held  regularly  and  interest 
is  fine.      The  active  member  list  is  steadily  increasing. 

Pittsburgh.  Report  made  by  Martha  Lobingier  '24.  They  have  held 
three  meetings.  The  officers  for  1927-28  are  Miss  Lobingier  for  presi- 
dent. Dorothy  Bailey  '26,  vice-president,  Ruth  Taylor  Franklin  '25 
for  secretary,  and  Margaret  Krider  '26  the  treasurer.  Their  rummage 
sale  netted  them  $280.  They  find  this  the  easiest  and  most  in- 
teresting way  to  make  money. 

Richmond.  Report  made  by  Richie  McGuire  '23.  They  gave  their 
annual  entertainment  to  the  hockey  team  in  the  fall  and  a  reception 
for  Dr.  Glass  that  the  girls  there  might  meet  her.  They  also  under- 
took a  card  party. 

Toledo.  No  representative  present.  The  organization  was  formed  in 
January. 

Washington.  Report  read  by  Miss  Norris.  They  cleared  $206.40  at 
their  rummage  sale. 
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The   General    Business   of   the   Association    Was   Then   Considered 
Financing  of  the  Organization. 

Miss  Banister  stated  that  the  Association  has  always  been  supported 
by  individual  dues,  chapter  dues  and  contributions  given  to  various 
college  activities.  This  total  does  not  bring  in  a  large  enough  income 
to  organize  the  Association  effectively  or  run  it  adequately.  The  time  has 
now  come  in  the  development  of  the  college  when  a  closely  organized  and 
effective  Alumnae  Association  is  imperative,  and  in  order  to  bring  this 
about  and  put  the  organization  upon  a  sound  financial  basis  more  money 
is  necessary.  A  letter  was  therefore  sent  out  by  the  President  in  May 
to  the  chapter  presidents  asking  their  opinions  concerning  the  proposed 
plan  of  having  each  chapter  give  a  certain  percentage  of  all  money  raised 
to  the  general  association,  and  also  asking  for  any  other  suggestions  as  to 
ways  and  means  of  financing  the  Association.  Replies  were  read  by  Miss 
Banister  from  the  following  cities:  Baltimore,  Chicago,  Washington  and 
Lynchburg.     They  were  all  in  favor  of  this  plan. 

Miss  Dally  did  not  think  it  advisable  to  use  money  earned  for  special 
projects  such  as  the  Student  Building  Drive  for  the  particular  business  of  the 
Association.  Miss  Banister  pointed  out  that  all  money  raised  by  the 
chapters  was  not  necessarily  for  such  special  projects  and  that  if  the  need 
were  thoroughly  understood,  funds  could  as  easily  be  raised  for  the  Alumnae 
Association  as  for  other  purposes.  As  individual  dues  were  not  enough, 
some  additional  source  of  income  was  necessary. 

Mrs.  Eugenia  Burnett  suggested  that  the  Association  make  a  more 
detailed  explanation  of  expenses,  such  as  secretary's  salary,  office  expendi- 
tures, etc.,  so  as  to  avoid  any  criticism  and  give  a  better  understanding  of 
necessary  expenses. 

After  further  discussion  the  following  motion  was  made  by  Miss 
Mierke,  seconded  by  Miss  Klumph,  and  passed: 

That  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  Alumnae  Association  for  the 
year  1927-1928,  providing  a  full-time  alumnae  secretary  and  covering  the 
additional  expenditures  made  necessary  thereby,  a  temporary  assessment 
of  $25.00  should  be  made  on  each  chapter,  and  that  in  addition  to  this  a 
certain  percentage  of  the  earnings  of  each  chapter,  the  percentage  to  be 
determined  by  the  executive  committee,  should  be  turned  into  the  general 
Association,  —  this  temporary  plan  to  go  into  effect  immediately  with  the 
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provision  that  the  executive  committee  undertake  to  work  out  a  permanent 
plan  of  financing  and  budgeting  the  Association  to  be  presented  for  the 
consideration  of  the  Annual  Meeting  in  1928. 

Miss  Banister  suggested  as  an  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  that 
the  Executive  Committee  should  be  enlarged  to  include  the  chapter  presi- 
dents, thereby  making  the  chapters  branches  of  the  Association.  A 
motion  was  made  to  the  above  effect  by  Miss  Crump,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Neidlinger  and  passed. 

Bills. 

Miss  Purcell  suggested  that  time  for  sending  out  bills  for  dues  be 
changed  to  the  fall  instead  of  the  first  of  the  year.  This  was  discussed 
and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Fohl  Kerr  moved  that  dues  be  sent  out  as  usual  at  the 
first  of  the  fiscal  year.     This  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Neidlinger  and  passed. 

Question  of  Chapter  Presidents. 

Could  non-graduates  be  a  chapter  president?  Miss  Klumph  stated 
that  if  a  non-grad  was  interested  enough  in  the  work  of  the  chapter  she 
should  be  allowed  to  hold  office.  Miss  Banister  explained  that  the  constitu- 
tion stated  rules  concerning  officers  of  the  General  Association  but  the 
chapter  officers  were  left  to  the  discrimination  of  the  chapters. 

Bon-fire  Discussion. 

It  was  decided  that  a  serious  symbolic  ceremony  should  precede  the 
regular  initiation,  this  plan  to  be  made  a  permanent  undertaking.  It  was 
decided  that  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  should  not  tell  what  the  symbolic 
ceremony  consisted  of. 

Life  Membership  Discussion. 

Miss  Banister  stated  that  Life  Membership  dues  should  be  raised  from 
$25  to  $50  in  accordance  with  the  increase  of  yearly  dues  from  $1.00  to 
$2.00.  Miss  Klumph  questioned  the  length  of  time  one  usually  paid 
dues — saying  it  was  about  twelve  years.  Miss  Dally  did  not  think  as 
many  people  would  pay  $50  as  would  $25.  Mrs.  Harriet  Evans  Wyckoff 
suggested  that  money  received  from  Life  Membership  be  kept  separate  if 
possible  and  allowed  to  draw  interest.  Mrs.  Rachel  Forhush  Wood  moved 
that  the  chapter  presidents  be  notified  to  urge  as  many  people  as  possible 
to  pay  Life  Membership  before  the  dues  were  raised.     Miss  Martha 
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Lobingier  moved  that  the  Life  Membership  dues  be  raised  to  $50  beginning 
January  1,  1928  and  announcements  sent  out  to  that  effect.  The  motion 
was  seconded  and  carried. 

Manson  Memorial  Scholarship. 

Mrs.  Neidlinger  moved  that  this  scholarship  be  increased  to  equal 
the  new  tuition.  That  is  from  $200  to  $280.  This  was  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Kerr  and  passed. 

Formation  of  Academic  procession  for  Commencement  morning  read 
by  Miss  Norris. 

The  class  of  1929  requested  that  they  be  allowed  to  change  the  stones 
m  their  rings  from  a  lapis-lazuli  to  a  synthetic  sapphire.  Motion  was  made 
in  accordance  with  the  request  by  Mrs.  Kerr,  seconded  and  carried. 

Miss  Elizabeth  Taylor  moved  that  the  "chapters"  in  the  Sweet  Briar 
Alumnae  Association  be  henceforward  termed  "clubs."  Motion  seconded 
and  passed. 

Miss  Banister  requested  that  all  Clubs  have  constitutions  and  that 
copies  of  same  be  sent  to  Miss  Norris.  This  is  an  aid  for  information  to 
young  chapters. 

The  question  of  the  status  of  a  girl  expelled  from  college  was  discussed- 
Miss  Crump  moved  that  a  girl  expelled  should  not  be  included  in  the  list 
of  Alumnae.  This  was  seconded  by  Mrs.  Kerr  and  the  motion  was  passed. 
Later  a  motion  was  made  by  Miss  Lee  and  seconded  by  Miss  Close  and 
passed  that  in  addition  to  the  above  motion,  no  girl  who  has  been  expelled 
from  Sweet  Briar  should  be  allowed  to  wear  a  Sweet  Briar  ring. 

Miss  Lobingier  brought  up  the  question  as  to  whether  the  Senior 
Class  should  determine  the  traditions  of  the  college,  such  as  Class  Day,  etc. 
Mrs.  Kline  moved  that  no  traditions  could  be  omitted  from  the  Commence- 
ment without  the  approval  of  the  Alumnae.  This  motion  was  withdrawn. 
Miss  Crump  moved  that  a  resolution  be  prepared  expressing  the  regret  of 
the  Alumnae  at  the  discontinuance  of  Class  Day  and  expressing  the  hope 
that  it  be  reinstated  next  year.  Motion  seconded  and  passed.  Miss 
Crump  moved  that  this  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Student  Government 
Association  for  publicity  in  the  fall.     This  was  seconded  and  passed. 

Miss  Klumph  suggested  that  the  Alumnae  Association  sponsor  the 
printing  and  sale  of  Playing  Cards  with  Sweet  Briar  colors  and  pictures  as 
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large  amounts  of  money  have  been  raised  by  other  colleges  in  this  manner. 
It  was  decided  that  a  committee  appointed  by  the  President  investigate 
this  proposition. 

A  motion  was  made,  seconded  and  passed  that  Life  Membership  be 
granted  to  Nancy  Hanna  of  the  Washington  Chapter  in  recognition  of  her 
contribution  of  $250  to  the  endowment  fund  which  was  at  the  time  of  its 
receipt,  the  largest  single  contribution  made  and  earned  by  a  single  indi' 
vidual. 

Miss  McVey  requested  that  the  Christmas  news  letter  be  sent  only 
to  Presidents  of  Chapters  before  Christmas  meetings  so  as  to  have  "fresh 
news." 

Discussion  of  to  whom  "news  letters"  should  be  sent. 

Miss  Lillie  Maddox  Whitner  moved  that  the  first  news  letter  in  the 
fall  be  sent  to  everyone  on  list,  and  ensuing  ones  only  to  Active  Members. 

Since  there  was  no  further  discussion  the  meeting  adjourned.

The  Beginning  of  the  End — May  ist 

MEMBERS  of  the  Class  of  1927,  I  have  taken  the  privilege  of  asking 
your  president  to  allow  me  the  honor  of  coming  before  you  and 
talking — but  for  once  in  my  life  while  here  at  Sweet  Briar  not  to  ask  you  for 
money!  Therefore  rest  comfortably  back  on  your  spines  and  listen  to  my 
eager  attempt  at  speaking  on  a  thing  most  near  your  hearts  and  mine. 
Please  note  that  I  have  hustled  to  get  to  you  before  anyone  else  has  had 
the  opportunity  of  talking  officially  and  filling  with  their  capability  your 
already  burdened  minds  and  stimulating  your  emotions  into  the  fact  of 
believing  just  how  great  you  are — with  their  powers  of  oratory. 

However,  I  come  to  you  with  just  one  wish — a  wish  that  no  one  who 
has  not  spent  four  years  as  an  undergraduate  here  has  the  right  to  say — 
the  real  right,  the  blood  right.  Always,  from  the  time  you  receive  your 
diploma  on  June  7th  and  until  your  outer'cover  rests  in  the  ground  or  is 
cremated  (either  way  you  desire  to  have  it)  and  your  soul  seeks  to  go  whither 
souls  are  wont  to  go — I  urge  your  loyal  support  to  your  college.  Alma 
Mater  is  a  world-wide  and  world- beloved  phrase  and  — 1927,  I  urge  you 
to  form  the  habit  early  of  being  cognizant  of  your  college,  of  feeling  its 
progress  after  you  leave  her.  Let  it  mean  to  you  what  your  family  means — 
know  of  her  as  intimately  as  you  do  of  your  brothers,  your  sisters.  Like 
the  tale  of  Adam  and  Eve  when  Eve  said,  "let's  name  the  animals  in  this 
great  forest,, — to  which  idea  Adam  was  favorable.  So  when  a  great 
lumbering  animal  came  along  Adam  suggested  they  call  it  an  elephant — 
"Why?"  said  Eve — "Well,  it  looks  more  like  an  elephant  than  it  does  any- 
thing else,  doesn't  it?"  It  was  an  elephant  because  it  was  an  elephant. 
You  are  likewise  a  daughter  of  your  family  because  you  are  a  daughter  of 
your  family.  You  will  soon  and  likewise  be  an  alumnae  of  Sweet  Briar — 
but  with  a  kind  of  choice — you  can  be  an  active  alumna  who  belongs  to  her 
local  club,  helps  to  form  other  clubs,  keeps  up  with  her  $2  annual  dues, 
offers  suggestions  to  the  central  office  here  at  college,  is  interested — or 
you  can  be  an  inactive  alumna  and  have  to  be  notified,  urged,  and  stimulated 
over  and  over  again  to  offer  support  to  something  of  which  you  are  already 
a  member.  If  you  fall  into  the  ways  of  the  ungodly  and  are  of  the  latter 
class  you  will  miss  not  a  little  and  become  the  bain  of  the  one  who  is  to 
be  the  mediator  between  you  and  Sweet  Briar — the  nut  that  joins  the 
wheel  to  the  car — you  get  my  point — in  this  case  it  being  myself. 
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1927,  you  are  a  splendid  class — you  have  done  much  for  Sweet  Briar, 
individually  and  in  a  group — you  are  the  largest  class  that  has  ever  gone 
out  from  here.  Your  starting  of  the  Insurance  plan  is  something  for  which 
you  will  always  be  remembered — something  preceding  classes  thought 
about  doing  but  either  had  not  enough  information  on  hand  to  sell  it  to 
themselves  as  a  group  or  had  not  enough  foresight  to  be  willing  to  see  it 
through.     You  have  done  both. 

My  point — loyalty — not  just  the  word  but  a  particular  kind,  a  spe- 
cific kind.  Today,  Susie  Jane  for  example  is  expelled  for  stealing  week 
ends — this  is  now  to  you,  a  point  to  be  discussed,  thought  over.  Or,  so 
many  unfortunates  flunked  psyche,  praise  and  blame  follows,  hilarity  and 
pathos.  Tomorrow,  those  are  not  the  things  that  will  count  to  you. 
I  \now  of  what  I  am  talking — I  have  watched  carefully  the  reactions  of 
the  Alumnae  coming  back  this  year.  They  are  absolutely  oblivious  of 
the  details  that  surround  us  here,  they  have  similar  small  details  in  their 
own  home  centers.  I  make  a  correction — they  are  curious  for  faculty 
details! — ninety-nine  per  cent  look  \indly  on  minute  details  and  \ecnly  on 
the  big,  bounding  plans  of  the  future  Sweet  Briar — are  proud  of  its  prog- 
ress and  their  part  in  it.  The  new  Inn,  old  to  us  now  as  well  as  the 
buildings,  the  growth  and  expanse  of  trees  and  shrubbery  that  were  mere 
babes  when  they  were  here.  Even  in  my  freshman  year  the  bridal  wreath 
behind  Manson  was  hardly  noticeable — today  it  is  one  of  the  first  things 
you  notice  on  the  entrance  to  the  campus  in  the  spring.  You  will  note 
these  changes — the  library,  theatre,  and  regular  quadrangle,  amphitheatre 
and  no  end  of  plans — does  it  not  thrill  you  even  now  to  foresee  that?  A 
young  American  from  San  Francisco  found  himself  gazing  at  the  crater  of 
Vesuvius  and  after  hearing  from  a  bragging  Italian,  the  miraculous  furor 
it  created,  the  terror  it  placed  in  man's  mind,  he  blurted  "Maybe  San 
Francisco  does  not  have  a  volcano  but  it  does  have  a  fire  department  that 
could  put  the  darn  thing  out  in  ten  minutes. "  Point — stick  up  for  what 
you  have  and  be  proud  you  have  it — sell  Sweet  Briar  to  the  world  and  send 
to  it  the  kind  of  girls  you  want  to  see  here.  You  can  do  that  only  through 
believing  in  the  place,  its  ideals,  its  future,  yourself,  and  of  knowing  of 
these  same  thru  your  own  loyal  active  support. 

In  the  future  I  hope  to  see  our  fast  increasing  clubs  picK  out  our 
students  for  their  personalities  as  well  as  scholarly  inclinations  from  the 
best  the  nation  has  to  offer.  All  to  lend  to  a  bigger,  better  whole  or 
which  we  may  brag — for  we  all  like  to  brag  of  the  place  we  have  spent 
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four — sometimes  more,  sometimes  less — years.  A  real  Alumnae  guide  and 
govern  their  college  much  more  than  the  world  realizes,  that  is  if  the  asso- 
ciation is  well  organized  and  interested.  It  is  the  backbone  of  the  college 
and  no  modern  institution  can  live  without  the  support  and  will  of  the 
Alumnae. 

Next  year  I  hope  there  will  be  a  quarterly  Bulletin, — if  we  can  get 
the  money  for  one — that  will  be  sent  to  you  edited  by  the  central  office 
but  filled  with  the  contributions  and  suggestions  of  the  Alumnae  at  large. 
This  magazine  will  contain  facts  that  will  touch  each  of  you  in  your  most 
sensitive  chord,  tell  you  what  you  want  to  know  in  every  phase  of  the  place 
yesterday,  today  and  tomorrow.  Moral — keep  your  address  straight  in 
this  central  office  and  pay  your  dues  that  you  may  be  informed. 

I  suggest  to  you  as  a  class  that  at  some  time  next  year  you  each  wr  te 
to  the  secretary  of  your  class  and  state  in  a  comic  or  serious  manner  your 
present  state  of  occupation — in  so  far  as  you  see  fit  to  tell  of  what  you 
are  doing!  That  this  material  then  be  put  in  the  form  of  a  booklet  and 
sent  to  each  of  you — that  you  impress  this  fact  upon  your  secretary — it  is 
up  to  her  to  remind  you  to  contribute  and  that  she  demand  of  you  that  you 
need  be  reminded  but  once.  We  did  this  on  a  scale  of  twenty  letters  this 
winter  and  found  it  most  intriguing  and  worth  while.  The  class  of  '94 
at  Dartmouth  has  today  eighty-one  living  members.  Their  class  secretary 
wrote  individual  long  hand  letters  to  every  member  this  year  and  received 
seventy-six  answers — tho  he  did  write  to  some  six  times.  This  class  has 
been  out  of  college  thirty-three  years! 

I  hope  I  have  made  you  feel  that  as  you  graduate  into  the  Alumnae 
the  deep  ravine  will  be  bridged  by  a  structure  founded  on  cast  iron  and 
bountifully  covered  with  Sweet  Briar's  ivy  vines  and  roses,  permeated 
with  the  sweet  fragrance  of  happy  memories  and  supported  by  rocks  of 
loyalty.

WITH  only  half  of  "senior  week"  left  us  this  year  it  was  necessary  to 
crowd  the  many  festivities  into  a  few  short  days.  ((On  Wednes- 
day, June  1st,  the  college  banquet  was  given.  Miss  Dutton  made  a 
delightful  toastmistress  and  took  the  senior  class  on  a  world  tour  for  which 
eight  members  of  the  class  acted  as  barkers£ 

On  Thursday  afternoon  the  members  of  the  A.  A.  U.  W.  were 
hostesses  at  a  lovely  tea  in  the  rose  garden.  Immediately  afterwards  the 
seniors  made  a  dash  for  the  bus  to  the  senior  dinner  at  Mrs.  Wills.  Some, 
still  unsatisfied  with  their  previous  exercise,  bravely  ran  around  the  table! 

Friday,  the  seniors  took  a  long  breath  and  were  satisfied  with  trying 
to  realize  that  they  were  seniors  after  being  given  a  breakfast  party  by 
Miss  Glass. 

The  sophomores  provided  the  entertainment  for  Saturday  afternoon. 
The  seniors,  guests,  alumnae  and  faculty  enjoyed  a  charming  tea  in  Reid 
parlor.  After  a  rainy  day  the  clouds  lifted  in  time  for  the  final  play  in  the 
garden.  "Smiling  Through1'  was  a  great  success  even  to  the  new  moon — 
over  the  little  green  gate.     The  play  was  exceptionally  well  cast. 

The  sermon  on  Baccalaureate  Sunday  was  delivered  by  Dr.  Arthur 
Kinsolving  of  Amherst,  Mass.  His  brief  but  eloquent  message  will 
remain  with  us  always.  Final  Step'Singing  in  the  afternoon  brought  forth 
the  usual  flood  of  tears  when  the  seniors  descended  the  "golden  stair"  to  make 
way  for  the  rising  class.  Immediately  afterwards  President  Glass  held 
vespers  in  the  dell.  At  ten-thirty  the  campus  became  dark  to  set  the  scene 
for  the  procession  of  blue  lanterns.  Down  Academic  steps  came  the 
seniors  to  hand  their  lights  to  the  waiting  sophomores.  The  alternating 
serenade  was  unusually  beautiful. 

Monday  morning  the  seniors  were  to  have  the  long-sufFering  sopho- 
mores  practice  hooding  them.  At  two-thirty  the  usual  class  day  exercises 
were  replaced  by  a  simple  ceremony.

At  six -thirty  the 
Alumnae  banquet  took  place  to  the  particular  enjoyment  and  appreciation 
of  the  graduates.  Miss  Gertrude  Dally  '22  was  the  Chairman;  Emily 
Jones,  Margaret  Banister  and  Dr.  Glass  spoke.  May  Day  movies  were 
shown  in  the  chapel  until  time  for  the  ten-thirty  bell  which  called  the  class 
of  1927  to  its  long  dreaded  initiation! 

The  awe  -  inspiring  date  of  June  7th  dawned  at  last  for  seventy-four 
seniors.  Judge  Florence  Allen  of  Ohio  gave  a  most  inspiring  address. 
College  honors  were  announced  and  the  work  of  four  years  culminated 
with  the  conferring  of  degrees.
